Constant complaints about 
congestion outside Davey Ter¬ 
minal at Detroit Metro Airport 
could become a thing of the 
past, as a $2 million effort to 
triple the airport’s loading 
zone area takes place between 
now and the expected comple¬ 
tion date of July 15. 

Wayne County Executive Ed 
McNamara declared Monday 
“we must alleviate this conges¬ 
tion today.” As he was talking 
bulldozers were seen ripping 
into the lawn area fronting the 
parking structure. 

This effort will provide ad¬ 
ditional road space needed for 
the anti- congestion project, 
airport officials said. In addi¬ 
tion large buses will be diver¬ 
ted and sidewalks in front of 
the Davey Terminal will be 
widened by eight feet. 

It is reported the construc¬ 
tion plans to create 49 parking 
spots where about 10 cars can 


use the area now should not 
cause much of a traffic hassle, 
since much of the work is on 
the unused green space. 

While congestion is one of 
the problems facing the rap¬ 
idly growing airport, the more 
emotional issue hurting De¬ 
troit Metro’s image right now is 
the Northwest air travel delays 
and cancellations. 

Reportedly the travel slow¬ 
downs are being caused by the 
current sluggish labor talks 
between Northwest Airlines 
workers and management. La¬ 
bor officials state they feel the 
workers should enjoy more of 
the airlines’ profits. 

One local news radio station 
daily reads off the Northwest 
flight delays and cancella¬ 
tions, severely under cutting 
Northwest Airlines TV com¬ 
mercials outlining their heavy 
expenditures for the airports 
future and their caring nature 
supposedly making passengers 
more comfortable.

Candidates want board meetings shown on TV

Political signs, campaign lit¬ 
erature and even knocks on 
front doors are beginning to 
occur as five Romulus parents 
are seeking voter approval to 
take over two soon to be va¬ 
cated seats on the Romulus 
School Board. 

The candidates include; 
Theodore Armstrong, Ford Mo¬ 
tor Co. assembly worker with 
two children: Debbie Dick, city 
Recreation Department direc¬ 
tor and parent of two Romulus 
High graduates and a set of 
twins now in grade school; 
Sheri Hicks, Romulus school 
activist and the mother of two 
Romulus High graduates and a 
Middle School student; Alan 
Lambert, Romulus police offi¬ 
cer (former councilman) and 
the father of four children; and 
Eddie Woods, a professional 
computer project leader with 
three children in the school 
system. 

The election will be con¬ 


ducted on Monday June 8 to 
replace School Board Presi¬ 
dent Julie Oleszkowicz and 
trustee Judith Gondek, who 
will both be stepping down af¬ 
ter completing their four year 
terms. 

Armstrong, 30, said he is 
running because he feels “a 
number of changes need to be 
made and instead of complain¬ 
ing about them, I figured I 
should actively try to make a 
difference.” 

He added “I do not have a 
college degree, but I do have 
common sense, which I feel is 
very necessary. I’m a great lis¬ 
tener and a quick learner.” 

Armstrong feels strongly a 
signed teachers’ contract is 
needed and that school busing 
should be available to stu¬ 
dents wheather “they live one 
block or one mile from 
school.” 

Dick, who most recently has 
been recreation director since 
1995, also supports a signed 


teachers’ contract, smaller 
class sizes and wants to have a 
voice in the future selection of 
a successor to Superintendent 
Dr. William Bedell. 

Bedell probably will be re¬ 
tiring in the next three-four 
years. 

Dick said she also favors the 
televising of Romulus School 
Board meetings and possibly 
the changing of the meetings to 
the first and third Monday 
nights so that at least once a 
month they do not conflict with 
the council meetings. 

Hicks, who has attended 
school meetings for years, sup¬ 
ports shrinking class sizes 
from the present 33-35 stu¬ 
dents (especially in the grade 
schools), hopes to bring a new 
focus to the board to halt long 
delays in the signing of teacher 
contracts, opposes students 
outside Romulus entering dis¬ 
trict classes and also backs 
having Romulus School Board 
meetings televised. 

Lambert, who has been a po¬ 
liceman for a decade and 


served four terms on the city 
council, hopes to see the 
teacher contract negotiated 
“so the board can get back to 
the important issues (creating 
the best education possible for 
our students), wants a study as 
to whether school taxes can be 
trimmed and also wishes to 
see Romulus School Board 
meetings on Cable TV. 

Woods has a Bachelor of 
Arts Degree (computer infor¬ 
mation systems) will strive to 
raise academic achievement 
for all students, seek efforts to 
prepare students to become 
responsible adults, expand ef¬ 
forts for student scholarships 
as well as aid them in their ef¬ 
forts in the future world’s 
workforce. 

Woods also supports the ef¬ 
fort to create a Romulus swim¬ 
ming pool, wants both top 
Romulus district employees 
and others to be considered in 
the future to replace Bedell, 
urges the teachers’ contract is¬ 
sue be resolved and requests 
an expansion of the district’s 


vocational options. 

There are no clear cut 
leaders in general in the June 
election since a number of fac¬ 
tors could influence who the 
winners of tlie election will be, 
the most obvious being that of 
turnout. 

Since there are two women 
and three men seeking elec¬ 
tion, most election watchers 
doubt that two women or men 
will actually win. Most voters 
questioned favored one candi¬ 
date of either sex...hinting that 
element was not the deciding 
factor in their voting prefer¬ 
ences. 

No matter, who wins the 
election, one thing seems cer¬ 
tain...Howard Kesner will be 
the new board president and 
ironically it will be his last 
year on the board.

MEAP test 
scores rise 

Romulus school officials 
were encouraged in recent 
weeks when scores on the most 
recent MEAP tests came back 
showing local students tested 
extremely well compared with 
most of the area school dis¬ 
tricts. 

For instance in the fourth 
grade reading tests, Romulus 
students test average jumped 
to 48.8 over last year’s 32. They 
scored higher than students in 
Wayne/Westland, Dearborn 
Heights No. 7, Inkster and 
even Taylor. 

Fourth grade math scores 
rose 16.1 points from 56.4 last 
year to 72.5 in 1998. Of all the 
Romulus elementary schools, 
Wick students showed the big¬ 
gest jump of 31.1 points in 
math and 29.2 points in read¬ 
ing. 

Romulus Curriculum Direc¬ 
tor Thomas Dolan praised the 
new school compact effort and 
other team work devices for 
helping with the score in¬ 
creases.

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National sales tax lets us 
choose how much to pay

One of the campaign issues, nationally, 
this August and November, will be the 
method in which Americans are taxed. A 
groundswell of public support has been 
brewing for an overhaul of the tax code, 
and recent Congressional hearings that 
revealed unsavory business practices 
conducted by the Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice have only fueled the flame. 

Some like House Majority Leader Dick 
Armey (R-Texas) are championing a flat 
income tax. However the tax that makes 
most sense to me at this point is the Na¬ 
tional Retail Sales Tax that is authored by 
Congressmen Billy Tauzin (R-La.) and 
Dan Schaefer (R-Colo.). This tax would 
eliminate the income tax totally and in¬ 
crease the sales tax to make up the differ¬ 
ence. 

The beauty of this method of taxation is 
that production is directly rewarded. 
Those who work hard for a living to sup¬ 
port themselves and their families would 
no longer have taxes taken from their 
wages. By removing this barrier to pro¬ 
ductivity, the economy and society as a 
whole would benefit enormously. 

Rep. Bill Archer, chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee fur¬ 
ther explains, “We punish people for 
more work effort The harder you work, 
the more you pay! It ought to be, the more 
you spend, the more you pay.” The Na¬ 
tional Sales Tax would accomplish the 
switch. 

Under the National Sales Tax plan 
there would be no IRS. There would be 
no records to keep or audits to fear The 
money a person made would be his own. 
If you bought nothing for an entire year, 
you would pay no tax period. If, like nor¬ 
mal Americans, however, you made pur¬ 
chases routinely, instead of paying six 
cents for sales tax, under the new 
plan you might pay eight or 10 cents. 

Back to the IRS. Did you know the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service employs 111,000? 
The FBI employs 24,000 to fight crime

It seems like the bureaucrats in 
D.C. have their priorities twisted. 

The National Sales Tax, however, will 
do much more than eliminate the IRS. 
For instance our ability as a nation to 
compete worldwide will be enhanced. 
Our exports will rise significant^ proba¬ 
bly eliminating the imbalance in trade 
with our major partners. It has been esti¬ 
mated that each billion in trade means 
19,000 jobs to the U.S. economy. This tax 
could create lOO’s of thousands of new 
jobs. 

In addition, the National Sales Tax 
would ensure tliat membei’s of the under¬ 
ground economy pay their share. We don’t 
realize but estimates point to over $200 
billion in taxes that aren’t collected each 
year It won’t matter with the Sales Tax. 
You buy, you pay automatically 

Proponents also contend that if the in¬ 
come tax is replaced, the U.S. will be¬ 
come the world’s largest tax haven. For¬ 
eign capital will come pouring into our 
country . Interest rates will be driven 
downward. And savings and investment 
categories will skyrocket 

But most importantly the National 
Sales Tax empowers each of us to deter¬ 
mine how much tax we choose to pay. No 
longer would taxes be taken out of your 
paycheck. Your employer would not with¬ 
hold wages.

Thousands of Michigan 
Promise Keepers turned out 
last weekend to take part in 
the annual Christian men’s 
conference at the Pontiac Sil- 
verdome. 

Joined by founder Bill Mc¬ 
Cartney, former University of 
Michigan assistant coach and 
University of Colorado head 
football coach, the men gath¬ 
ered for spiritual renewal and 
the redirection of their lives as 
better fathers, husbands and 
church leaders.

Romulus runners capture Class B regional track & field championship

An “outstanding team ef¬ 
fort”, punctuated by gold- 
medal winning efforts by its 
400-meter relay team, and high 
jumper Melvin Hicks, secured 
for Romulus its first track & 
field regional championship in 
30 years. 

Romulus, with 38-points to 
spare, captured a Class B re¬ 
gional title, finishing atop of 
the field of 18 other competing 


teams at the Grosse He re- 
gionals. 

Romulus had a total of 91 
team points to finish first, fol¬ 
lowed by Dearborn Heights 
Crestwood (57) and Dearborn 
Divine Child (54). Rouge was 
fourth while Dearborn Heights 
Robichaud finished fifth. 

Veteran Romulus coach 
Norb Glover said he has 
waited “ a long time to see the 
end of this title drought.” 

“It’s a great feeling to win - 
believe me,” Glover said after¬ 


ward. “And it’s these kids who 
deserve all of the credit. They 
did it. They were outstanding.” 

Glover and the Eagles now 
face the gruelling challenge of 
the Class B state finals, which 
will be staged on May 30 at 
Saginaw High School. The Ea¬ 
gles qualified “a bunch” for 
the finals. 

“We have a lot of kids who 
will be going to state,” added 
Glover, who would not specu¬ 
late on his team’s chances of 
winning the coveted state title. 


“There are,” he said, “just too 
many fine athletes and so 
many things can happen at 
that level.” 

Romulus’s lethal power is in 
its relays. If they can maintain 
the speed and endurance, the 
Eagles could surprise many of 
the traditional state track 
powers. 

For now, however, the Ro¬ 
mulus is satisfied that the re¬ 
gional title drought has come 
to an end. 

The Eagles can thank the ef¬ 


forts of their 4(X)-meter relay 
team that captured a gold. 
Glover’s lineup in that event 
included Fred Russell, who 
has speed to burn, Melvin 
Hicks, the trey specialist in 
basketball, Brandon DeYam- 
pert, also an All-Area hoops- 
ter, and Randy Frison, a multi¬ 
talented athlete. 

In winning the gold, the 
foursome combined on a 44 
seconds flat effort. 

Hicks was the only other 
gold-medalist for Romulus. He 


won the high jump competi¬ 
tion after successfully nego¬ 
tiating 6 feet, 4. 

Romulus came up short and 
settled for silver in the 4 by 
800-meter relay as Caleb Beas¬ 
ley, Ashley Terry, Henry Sta¬ 
ples and Tony Christian were 
clocked in 8:18. Romulus fin¬ 
ished second to Dearborn Di¬ 
vine Child. The Falcons were 
clocked in 8:10.

The Saturn SC2, nice car, nice 
ride, with a good price! Being a 
person who is not 'big' on smaller 
cars, I believe that Saturn out did 
themselves with this one. Once 
inside the seating compartment, 
you feel as if you should be at a 
race track. You want to get every¬ 
one off the light It is a very hard 
car not to take off quick in. 

With the sporty look and smooth 
gear changing, the Saturn makes 
you wantto drive all day! 

If you are looking for the car 
with safety features, this would be 
the one! This Saturn comes 
standard with daytime running 
lamps, impact absorbing steel 
spaceframe with front and rear 
crumple zones make you feel very 
safe while tooling around town. 

But the standard features did 
not stop there: There are also side 
impact door beams, energy 
absorbing side impact padding. 
And for the family, the Saturn also 
comes standard with child security 
rear door locks and child safety 
seat anchors. Dual airbags and 
torque-adjusting traction control 
help the safety of the driver and 
passenger.
